Of  course,  the  negro  ought  to  have  known 
better  than  to  go,  but  he  didn't.  We  ven- 
ture the  assertion  that  he  will  know  belter 
next  time  though. 

We  protest  ag  i inst  any  such  treatment  of 
the  negro,  otr  the  part  of  the  pe  .ple;  and  es- 
pecially on  the  part  of  the  people  oi  Illinois 
where  rests  tne  dust  of  the  illustrious  Lin- 
coln. They  imust  treat  the  negro  better,  or 
quit  their  hypocritical  whining  about  him 
one  or  the[  other — they  ought  to  bo  both. 
Love  him  mOre  and  treat  him  better,  would 
be  a mighty igood  motto  for  all  ol  us  to  adopt; 
and,  especially  our  northern  bre  hren.  Of  all 
the  people  of  this  earth,  who  bate  the  negro 
most,  it  is  tie  people  from  the  north  who 
have  settled  jn  the  south,  after  their  first  few 
months  of  residence  here.  O!  at  the  first,  it 
was  Mr.  and  Mrs  , at  d Miss  So  end  So;  but 
at  the  last — jpeor  negrj;  he  had  b tterget  out 
of  the  way,  and  he  h s pretty  generally  man- 
aged to  do  sq. 

But  our  rorthi  rn  friecds  ought  to  quit  in- 
viting themf  up  there  to  work;  for  they 
have  war  evkrylime  they  do  it,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  havt.  So  let  the  negrret  alone  in 
their  contentment  down  here,  so  far  as  trying 
to  distuib  the  existing  order  of  things  is  con- 
cerned. Bujld  schools  among  them;  educate 
them;  preach  the  go-pel  to  them,  or  rather 
help  them  tot  preach  it  among  themselves, 
for  it  will  be  betttr  done  in  such  a case,  but 
let  them  alofje  every  other  way,  for  you  don't 
know  a thirg  about  them. 

In  the  meantime  let  the  negro  learn  to  stay 
at  home,  and  let  him  go  to  so  k at  home — 
every  botf  qi  them  goto  work,  and  keep  at 
it.  Let  them  go  to  school  all  they  can,  and 
learn  to  be  jhtelligent  and  self-respec'ing;  let 
them  turn  tReir  hand,  to  every  useful  thing 
for  which  they  find  themselves  fitted;  but 
never  let  them  turn  their  hand  against  the 
southern  white  man,  the  b«st  friend  they 
have  on  earth  today,  or  have  tver  had,  or 
will  ever  have,  this  side  the  p -radise  of  God. 

Let  the  negro  do  this  diligently,  and  let 
him  teach  if  to  his  chi  dren,  and  to  his  chil- 
dren’s chilifien.  And  let  the  white  man  do 
the  same;  attend  to  his  own  business,  help 
the  negro  alt  he  can,  and  teach  it  to  his  cbit-
